NE of the great disasters which Moses called down upon Egypt 3,500 years 

ago, in demanding that Pharaoh free the children of Israel, was a plague of 
locusts which, according to biblical record, “covered the face of the whole earth, 
so that the land was darkened * * * and there remained not any green thing 
in the trees, or in the herbs of the field.” 

This year a similar plague has been devastating Palestine, the Sinaitic 
Peninsula, Northern Africa, and some sections of Southeastern Europe. The huge 
swarms of the pests have darkened the skies, blocked train service, and eaten 
many areas clear of all plant life. The damage to crops has run far into the 
millions of dollars. Many thousands of men have been engaged in the fight 
against the pests, and the various governments have spent hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, but they have been all but helvless in the face of an appalling demon- 
stration of the strength of nature’s forces. And it is slight wonder, as in some 
regions the locusts have been hatching at the rate of 60,000 to the square yard.
